As almost everyone knows, the sport 
of motocross is growing by leaps and 
bounds in this country. From a very 


small beginning some five or six years - 


ago, interest has soared to the point that 
it is now probably the largest spectator 
and participant motorcycle sport in the 
United States. This last weckend, for 
instance, 8 out of the 20 listings in the 
Cycle News calendar were motocross 
events. 

And along with this growth has come 
the introduction of a new breed of 
machinery; tough and dependable, but 
light and fast; machines build to take on 
the toughest of obstacles with the 
greatest of ease. 

One of the new breed is AJS, who 
introduced the 250cc Y40 Stormer last 
year, and then came up with 370cc 
(Y50) model just one year later. If 
you've heard of Jim West or Doug 
Grant, you've, of course, heard of these 
machines. 

A couple of weeks ago, Mike 
Jackson, the Norton Villiers stateside 
representive for AJS, invited a couple of 
us out to Saddleback Park to give the 
two Stormers a try. It was hardly a 
conclusive test, as we were unfamiliar 
with the bikes and were only aboard for 
a short while. But we did learn one 
thing: Both bikes are easy to handle, 
comfortable, fast machines, that can 
hold their own among the best of 
competition. 

Unfortunately, one of the first things 
you experience with the machine is one 
of its few bad points: Simply stated, it's 
a beast to start. However, those more 
familiar with the bikes didn't have the 
same difficulty we neophytes had, and 
after going through the proper starting 
procedure, managed to get it running 
after several kicks. 

From there, it was a matter of 
getting used to the shifting, which, for 
me, was located on the “wrong side”. It 
wasn't long, however, before I: was 
almost feeling at home on the 250cc 
machine, as I began to approach corners 
at about half the speed that Jim West 
would negotiate the same obstacle. 
Surprisingly, the machine seemed to 
have a sense of its own and, contrary to 
my own machine, gracefully slipped 
around turns, in spite of the bungling 
efforts of its rider. 


As my confidence began to build, I 
started to notice a few of the things that 
were making this such an enjoyable ride. 
The handlebars seemed quite proper and 
were easy to reach, as were the spring 
loaded footrests. The saddle was 
comfortable and easily absorbed what 
was left of the smaller bumps after 
being handled by quite adequate front 
and rear suspension systems. And the 
clutch depressed easily, allowing quick 
shifts between the Ajay’s four gears. 

Next, I jumped aboard the 370 
model, essentially the same bike but 
with a bigger engine. Quite frankly, I 
was more than a little apprehensive, as I 
remembered the tales I’d heard about 
this machine only being suited for the 
“Expert rider". 

I don’t know whether or not it was 
my prior experience aboard the smaller 
machine that helped, but, for whatever 
reason, the Y50 and I immediately 
became ‘friends (“Whoa, there, ol’ Y50. 
That's a boy. Nice Y50"). I sort of felt

Velvet", knowing that my steed wasn't 
going to do me wrong if it could 
possibly help it. Indeed, it was torquey 
and amazingly quick to respond to the 
slightest twist of the throttle. But once 
you got used to its idiosyncrasies, it 
produced a peace-on-earth feeling very 
seldom  equaled among motocross 
machines. Contrary to the earlier dire 
predictions, I liked the Big Brother 
better than its Y40 counterpart. Even 
more than the Y40, this machine 
seemed to anticipate every bump, curve 
and berm and perform exactly as it 
should. 

As mentioned earlier, this test was 
somewhat short, inconclusive, and 
conducted by someone who is hardly an 
expert on the comparative 
characteristics of the various motocross 
machines. In fact, it really wasn't a test. 
But I wil say this much: When I get 
ready to purchase my next bike — 
which will be shortly — the AJS 370cc 
Y50 Stormer will receive very serious 
consideration;

The 24th Annual Cowbell must have 
been laid out with the thought in mind 
of reducing the number of entries on 
future Cowbells. (See article on page 
20 ed.)1 like a tough enduro, as I am sure 
many riders do, but to include 4 
bottlenecked, very tough hills...some 
with room for only a couple of riders at 
a time when they had 1600 
entries...EVEN in dry weather...just has 
to be ridiculous, and preposterous in 
rainy weather. 

I hope your newspaper can possibly 
be instrumental in setting some kind of 
common sense standards regarding 
enduro layouts. The fact that this 
particular run caused so much trouble 
with rescue by local sheriff, etc. could 
well mean that this are or possibly all 
our national forests could be lost for 
future events, and all because of very 
poor planning by the Hayward M.C. 

This run should either have been 
advertised for experts only, or alternate 
routes provided around the many 
bottlenecks — so at least the later riders 
could have had a fighting chance to get 


else and far more serious, left the course 
with at least four riders we know of still 
down and immobile in the middle of the 
Searchlight desert. 

It's just such dis-organization and 
unconcern as this, that has turned so 
many potential racers away from 
competition in this area and moved so 
many people to the point of passing 
legilation closing the desert to 
motorcycle riders. We feel it’s high time 
that Las Vegas associations and clubs 
got their heads together and realized 
that such a reckless attitude as “who 
cares, we don’t need anyone who won’t 
get down on their pegs to our snobbish 
and falsely superior ways," is only 
hurting their own cause and turning off 
their best customers, the Southern 
Nevada riders. 

We hope that before they completely 
kill racing enthusiasm here, they will 
pay serious attention to what the AMA 
and in particular District 37 (of which 
they are an integral part, although they 
completely ignore its existence) have 
learned about racing and put into 
practice every weekend to the tune of 
huge turnouts, and all the knowledge 
that makes their racing enjoyable and 
successful for riders and spectators 





over these hills. I hope the Hayward 
M.C. will, without delay, send apologies 
to the Sheriff and other rescue 
personnel, and the many riders stranded 
overnight, and try to do something to 
better the motorcyclist image. They 
took in about $8,000.00 on this 
run...perhaps they should spend it to 
promote some good will!

SCRAMBLERS SCRAMBLED 


Right now we’re in the pits of what 
should have been the Nevada State 
Championship Hare Scrambles, 
presented by the Groundshaker’s M/C, 
Las Vegas. 

Just before this fiasco started we 
were discussing the sorry fact that in the 
midst of such groovy desert there are so 
few riders who participate in the Las 
Vegas area events. 

Now we know why for sure. This is 
supposedly the end of the first of four 
25 mile loops, and riders are coming 
into the pits from three very different 
directions, and leaving in two other 
directions (the guys at the home check 
keep waving their arms the same way, 
no matter which way their body is 
facing). It’s like several races going on 
with one communal pit. Pit crews have 
spotters sighted in opposite directions, 
and heaven help anyone who’s trying to 
keep track of who’s running in what 
place. We gave up after what we 
assumed to be the 12th man through, 
traveling on what we assumed to be the 
proper course. After that it looked like 
everyone for himself. 

We must assume that enough lime to 
properly mark the course was just too 
big an expense, and danger marks must 
be out of season (but then, who could 
have figured out a way to mark that 
cow that one of our riders almost made 
steak out of!) 

But what’s to be expected from a 
group that can’t» even get organized 
enough to provide one portable toilet 
for a crowd of over 100 racers and close 
to 200 spectators (that’s heavy for Las 
Vegas), or won’t refund a $5.00 entry 
fee to at least two riders whose bikes 
didn’t even get within sight of the 
starting line. And worse than anything 


alike. 
In the meantime we'll encourage all 
our friends and acquaintances to be 


more assertive and vocal in their 
demands for high quality Las Vegas 
racing and join us in our more than fair 
requests. But it looks like when it gets 
down to the basics, California here we 
come..We've been to the races every 
Saturday for the past two years, some 
of us longer, and the added traveling 
will be worth it to once again enjoy 
happy racing.

BSA Denies Charge 


LOS ANGELES, CALIF., Nov. 16, 1970 — It was charged in the British Motorcycle 
News this past week that Triumph's American organization was making an all out 
attempt to prevent British riders Mike Hailwood and Paul Smart from riding Daytona 
this coming year. As a reson for seemingly illogical move, it was suggested that the 
A.M.A. points standings provided the motivation. If Daytona were won by Hailwood, 
rather than, say Nixon, the resultant loss of points could throw the championship 
into the hands of one of the better dirt-track racers. Daytona is worth four times as 
many points as some of the smaller dirt track events. From another point of view, 
any rider who wins Daytona has taken a giant step toward a A.M.A. championship, 
and the British triples are in a particularly good position to win Daytona. 
Pete Coleman, Racing Director of B.S.A. Inc. flatly denied that B.S.A. has. put 
any pressure on the parent company to prevent Hailwood’s racing. In addition, Peter 
-Thornton, president of B.S.A. Inc. said, “The Birmingham Small Arms Co. Inc. 
welcomes the presence of international motorcycle racing champions in all races in 
the U.S. ... We feel that in the U.S. our BSA and Triumph racing teams in particular, 
include many of the world’s finest professional racers, we would welcome the 
opportunity to prove it." Neither Coleman nor Thornton made reference to the 
points situation. * 


Inter-A m Finale Merger 


ORANGE, CALIF., Nov. 15, 1970 — Suzuki and BSA stars, including Joel Robert 
and John Banks, who are now competing in the Trans-AMA series, have agreed to 
participate in the December 6 Inter-Am here at Saddleback Park, according to Joe 
Parkhurst, publisher of Cycle World Magazine and promoter of the event. 

By that time the Trans-AMA series will be over, and Parkhurst said that the 
necessary negotiations have already been completed. With the Suzuki and BSA stars 
on hand, and Saddleback the only Inter-Am scheduled for that date, more than 20 
Europeans should be on hand to contest the motocross. 


Mail Fraud In Texas 


DALLAS, TEX., Nov. 16, 1970 — Foul play. was afoot prior to this month’s 
Trans-AMA meet at Dallas International Motor Speedway. Persons on. the 
Trans-AMA mailing list received a fraudulent letter on a counterfeit letterhead 
bearing the emblems of Dallas International and the Trans-AMA Series. 

The letter advised recipients that the races had been postponed from Nov. 8 to 
Nov. 15. It further advised that advance ticket sellers continue to sell tickets and to 
inform all others of the change. There was, of course, no such change planned. 

This incident comes concurrent with Texas International troubles with the 
Lewisville, Texas, city government. The trouble began with the advent of the rock 
festival on the speedway grounds last year which scandalized the locals and received 
nation-wide attention. 

Operating under restrictive city ordinances, the multi-million dollar racing facility 
has been losing money and goes to the auction block Tuesday, Nov. 17. Dallas 
International was the site of the cancelled 150-mile national championship road racc 
this year. Apparently, promoter M. I. Watkins and the FBI know who the perpetrator 
is, and word is that someone is going to jail. Mail fraud is a punishable charge.

LOS ANGELES, CALIF. — Both AMA and FIM professional licenses will be 
acceptable at next Sunday’s (Nov. 22) Trans-AMA motocross at Carlsbad, according 
to Tom Clark, AMA director of professional racing. 

The event will feature lightweight competition, with heavyweight bikes scheduled 
for the Support Class. The feature event is by mail entry only, but post enty will be 
accepted for the support race. 

AMA licenses will be available prior to race time Sunday for those that have a 
doctor’s certificate of good health and $22.

MOTORCYCLES: THE DESERTS AND NATURES BALANCE 

We hear a great deal about upsetting the balance of nature and that man's survival 
hangs on the preservation of this balance. There are some self appointed experts who 
put the blame for this imbalance on motorcycles. These experts enjoy seeing their 
names in print with articles saying that because motorcycles are destructive, we are in 
danger of destroying our deserts and contaminating the environment we live in. 
There is probably nothing further from the truth, as in most cases these statements 
are based on emotionalism and not scientific facts. Surveys made during the 1960's 
showed conclusively that motorcycles are not endangering the deserts. When these 
arguments fall flat, these so called “experts” shift their emphasis to other 
environmental phases, such as wild life, claiming that motorcycles disturb the 
solitude and place wildlife in danger of extermination. Here they know it would be 
harder to prove them wrong and get documentary evidence. How do they explain the 
high concentration of wildlife in this wilderness area where the motorcycles play? 
Just about every bike rider sees rabbits, squirrels, fox, coyote, desert tortoise, anda 
myrid of birds.each time he retuns to the desert. 

There’s not one scientifically documented incidence of motorcycles ruining either 
the environment or upsetting the ecology of the deserts. All motorcycle people, 
including the Orange County Motorcycle Club, are proud of that fact. 

Motorcycles and their riders are not judged by these so called experts on the same 
basis as horses, sheep, and other livestock which effect the desert environment far 
more seriously. 

Many people think that if one motorcycle causes damage, disturbs their

PHOENIX, ARIZ., Nov. 15, 1970 — 
The Phoenix Inter-Am race here today 
had all the makings of a Cinderella 
story, but at the end of the last event it 
still hadn’t turned into the expected 
pumpkin. 

One week before the race, promoter 
Dave Grove from Bay Mare picked up 
the Phoenix race date from Edison Dye 
— Inter-Am czar who decided he didn’t 
like the cactus league. Grove got to 
Phoenix and began looking for a course 
location. He found it — three days 
before the race. 

To add to the troubles of the race — 
the American Hot Rod Association was 
holding the World Point Championships 
in the Valley, on the same date...and 
local press acted as if the European 
chapter of the Hell’s Angles was ready 
to storm into town. 

But, with all the chips appearing to 
be down, nearly 5,000 spectators turned 
out in the breezy, 70-degree weather to 
get Arizona’s first look at European 
motocross stars in action. 

In the first 500 International event, 
Ake Jonsson jumped to the lead on the 
1.1-mile course to the embarrassment of 
world-champion Bengt Aberg who 
boggled at the flag and was eased back 
to fourth place. 

Willie Bauer of Germany on a Maico 
held second place till lap four, when 
Aberg on his Husky slid by to try for 
Jonsson’s position. Jonsson held off 
Aberg and the champion got caught in 
traffic. The checker went to Jonsson’s 
Maico with Aberg about six lengths 
back. 

On the start of the second moto, 
Roger De Coster of Belgium crashed in

Never far down on the lap standings 
and briefly in the lead in the first heat, 
the Czech rider achieved by 
perseverance and constency that others 
failed to achieve by ultimate effort. 

Geboers’ works Suzuki was nowhere 
apparent for three laps of the first moto 
of the 500cc International event, so, 


‘despite his second place finish in the 


second and his win in the third moto, he 
could finish no better than second 
overall behind Toman. Arne Kring was a 
non-finisher in the first heat and, 
therefore, was eliminated from the 
overall scoresheet. He made a superb 
showing in the final two heats, winning 
the second and losing the third to 
Geboers by seconds, after being passed 
by the Belgium rider midway through 
the heat while in the lead. 

Hammargren's win in the first heat 
placed him 4th overall behind Miroslav 
Halm (CZ). 

First American overall. was John 
DeSoto (CZ) in fifth place ahead of 
sixth place Jacques Vernier (CZ) of 
France. Steve Mobbs (CZ) was seventh 
followed by Mike Runyard (Mon) and 
Mark Moore (CZ), the first local rider. 

The 250cc Senior national was run 
concurrently with the International, and 
the three offical finishers were Greg 
Graham (CZ), Wayne Jones (Hus) and 
Rocky Timmons (CZ) in that order. 
Open class Junior National place 
winners were Guy Odom (Hus), Bob 
Howard (Mai) and Curt Brennon (Hus). 
The 250cc Junior winners were Joe 
DiLorenzo (CZ), Fred Kalmick (CZ) 
and Mark York (Oss)’ 

The 125cc winners were Bob Graham 
(Mat), Jack Hicks (pen) and Fred Hanna 
(CZ). 

John DeSoto lodged a protest over 
his scored finish in one of the motos. 
The correction he requested would not 
have changed his overall finish, but he is 
shooting for the accumulated Inter-Am 
points, and he does not want to drop 
even one point. The protest was 
disallowed owing to the condition of his 
number plates which had become 
covered with mud from the recent rains 
in the Houston bayou country.

On two-stroke motorcycles the one 
element that can produce the most 
dramatic change in performance 
imaginable is the expansion chamber. 
The proper chamber can make a bike 
sing, while an improper one can make 
the best motor in the world seem like a 
dog. Every tuner, amateur and 
professional is convinced of two things: 
1. That nobody in the world really 
understands expansion chamber theory 
and 2.) that he can make a better 
chamber than anyone else. Since racers 
and tuners are by nature somewhat 


superstitious, and prone to believing in © 


black magic, the basic incongruity of 
these statements doesn’t bother them. 

Pipes are made by everyone who has 
access to a welding outfit from the 
giants like Yamaha to the novice who 
wants to spruce up his 90cc trailbike 
but the best pipes are usually made in 
small specialty shops where a racer who 
has had success in building his own 
pipes has started a small business 
making pipes for his friends. If he’s 
really good, both at building pipes and 
at running a business, pretty soon he 
grows, gets a few contracts and becomes 
a legitimate “small business". More 
often, he operates a few months, ruins 
his credit, goes bankrupt and goes back 
to work for someone else. It takes a lot 
of work, nerve, and naivcte to start such 
a business and a lot of competence to 
succeed. We thought that the readers of 
Cycle News would be interested in the 
way these shops design and build their 
products.

for is the designer's knowledge and 
experience. When an order comes in, 
Milt Krause and Dave Griffith, the 
owners, work out a theoretically sound 
design for the pipe based on the 
customer's motorcycle and intended 
usage. The formulas that they use are 
classical two-stroke design formulas that 
have been heavily modified by the 
personal experience of Milt and Dave. 
The formulas are no longer 
mathematically pure, but they do seem 
to work. When the theoretical design 


has been completed, .it must be 
modified to fit the motorcycle in 
question. Most often there is not 
physical room for a pipe of the 


necéssary dimensions, so the pipe is 
moved underneath the engine, or some 
other parts of the motorcycle are moved

fit 


to make room for it. Sometimes the 
best theoretical design must be 
sacrificed in the interests of preserving 
the flesh on the rider’s leg or allowing 
him to get his foot on the peg. 

Flat sheet steel is the raw material of 
pipes. It must be cut into appropriate 
shapes and rolled into cones. Since they 
have not yet been able to afford the 
necessary machinery, Milt and Dave do 
this operation at the Bungay 
Manufacturing Company up in the 
valley. The personnel of the Company 
do the cutting, but Milt and the young 
racers he employs on a part time basis 
do the rolling. This saves the cost of a 
highly paid machinist. 

When the cones are rolled, they are 
taken to K & G's own plant to be 
welded. Each cone is placed in a jig for

accurate alignment and spot welded. 
Then it is removed and the seam is 
completed. Dave is the company welder 
and he lays a bead that is beautiful to 
behold, putting crescent upon crescent 
in a delicate perfect chain. 


After the cones are shaped and 
welded, they are again put into a jig and 
cut to the proper length. Often the cuts 
must be oblique because the two 
sections of the pipe are not directly in 
line. The cones are cut on a giant radial 
saw, called a **Radiac". 

When the cones have progressed this 
far, they are put aside and the header is 
made. This is the curved piece of pipe 
that goes between the expansion 
chamber proper and the cylinder. The 
length of the header is critical and in 
fact determines much of the low-end 
torque characteristic. The machining of 
the header consists. of cutting and 
shaping it to the right size, cutting slots 
into it with a die-and press, and 
extruding the collar so it will fit over 
the existing head pipe, if any. Loops are 
welded in place to hold the tensioning 
springs and the safety wire which Dave 
considers mandatory. 






When the headers are. finished, a 
piece of tubing is cut for the stinger and 
all the parts are finished, They are now 
assembled into a jig, clamped into place, 
and welded together. Depending upon 
the pipe, it may also be necessary to 
weld mounting tabs in place, or leg 
guards or some other bit or piece. 

Painting completes the construction. 
This is another area where Dave and 
Milt are not as well-equipped as they 
would like to be. Having limited funds, 
they have preferred to spend money on 
good quality welding equipment and 
precision jigs. Neither they nor the 
customers that I have talked to are 
overly concerned with the paint for the 
moment, but they are thinking of 
dip-painting set-up for the future. 

As with most progressive companies,

cleaner boxes, foot pegs and brake 
levers. 

Most of the time at K & G is taken 
up with building pipes for the Rickman 
Micro Metisses, but Dave and Milt try to 
fit in as many pipes as possible for 
individuals. Prices start about $30.00. 
Their shop is located at 2353 San 
Fernando Road, Los Angeles, Calif., 
phone (213) 222-8778. In the near 
future we are planning to test the pipes 
of their company and others and 
compare them to the stock pipes 
offered on various bikes. .

Trans-AMA in a Nutshell 


After being hastily put together during the month of September, the Trans-AMA 
finally got underway on Oct. 11 at LaRue, Ohio, and the BSA works team began 
things by dominating the first pair of featured motos. Jeff Smith, the veteran English 
star, won both lightweight mains and took an early lead in the race for the series’ 
overall championship. 

A week later, the BSAs made a clean sweep of the first four positions and it was 
Smith again claiming top honors ahead of his English teammates Keith Hickman, 
John Banks and Dave Nicoll. 

But when the Trans-AMA series moved to Delta, Ohio, two new faces entered the 
scene and BSA had to retire from its previously untarnished showing. Two works 
Suzukis ridden by World Champion Joel Robert and Ole Pettersson began to steal 
much of the spotlight, but not without a fight. In the first moto, Nicoll chalked up 
the win ahead of Robert to start the Suzuki charge on a sour note. 

Robert did not lose face, however, and from that point on, he has won each and 
every feature moto the series has provided, seven in all. To add to the onslaught, 
Petterson has powered his Suzuki to second place behind Robert in the past 
two-racing dates. 

Even though the swift Belgian has dominated the series since his appearance, his 
late arrival has hurt him in the overall point standings in which Dave Nicoll and John 
Banks currently share top honors. 

Dick Burleson has been rolling through the series with a fair bit of consistency 
which places him atop the honor roll as Top American. His chief competitors are in 
the persons of Brad Lackey, Brian Kenny, Sonny DeFoe, Carl Berggren, Jim Weinert 
and Dave Aldana. 

Berggren and Kenny trail in the Top American race and are now being 
hard-pressed to catch Burleson, who holds more than a 400-point lead on the pair. 

Brad Lackey, who raced the first date as a support class winner, has shown his 
possibilities as a star. During the second feature moto at Unadilla, N.Y., he was 
leading the field until his CZ quit on him. Despite these setbacks, Lackey has been 
top American twice. 

As the series goes into its next-to-last date, the highlight's focus on Robert vs. the 
BSA team vs. Malcolm Smith (AJS) vs. Gunnar Lindstrom (Hus). While this is going 
on, the battle for top U.S. honors should be even more fierce with all the above 
mentioned and a host of others swarm over the Carlsbad course in the race for the 
Number One plate.

RED ROCK CANYON, Nov. 15, 1970 
— The SoCal M.C. has been putting on 
essentially the same hare and hound for 
26 consecutive years, awarding turkeys 
and funnelling riders down their justly 
famous SoCal hill. Only the winners and 
the size of the entry list varies, the latter 
getting bigger and bigger. This year 
there were an estimated 800- riders. 
The club can get away with repeating 
itself each year because their course is a 
damn good one, tough, interesting and 
fun.

LONG BEACH, CALIF., Nov. 10, 1970 — Breaking a stead-fast tradition, this city’s 
police will soon be riding non-American manufactured motorcycles. The city has 
awarded a contract for the purchase of 13 Italian-made Moto Guzzi cycles, designed 


specifically for police work. 


Claimed by the Los Angeles Police Department as being “faster on the getaway”, 
the Moto Guzzi bikes are also cheaper than the U.S. machines currently in use.

These two are 
much larger men than a lot of the 
motocross riders we‘re accustomed to 
seeing but with a good works bike under 
you, that helps to keep the traction 
down where ‘it belongs, on the ground. 

Robert was up’ in the lead and at one 
point didn’t seem to realize how much 
John Banks was closing in on him, but 
once he did, it was adios. For a while 
Banks and AJS star Maclolm Davis had a 
good one going and in one turn there 
was a very neat bank shot (pun 
intended) that went on. It was to be a 
battle eventually for points between the 
BSA team and the Suzukis. 

In the second round, again Robert 
shot into the lead followed by his 
Swedish teammate and once again, 
Banks. Then John got off (“very silly of 
me” he said later) and because the 
Beezers have no kickstarters on them it 
took him some time to get going again

and he started off again in the midst of 
the pack. 

Working his way back up it looked 
for a while that if he could improve his 
position from his then seventh running 
place he could tie for a second but the 
30 minute round didn't give him enough 
time.

Like the appearance 
of Jeff Smith and John Banks walking 
around in swim trunks, and Smith's hat 
would have done credit to Hedda 
Hopper. At the riders meeting he and

referee Chub Kellam’s riders meeting 
was very clearly put. but the poor man 
must have throat trouble today, had no 
bullhorn provided and had to yell at the 
top of his lungs. 

For all the bad and stupid things that 
happened for the day there was one 
great thing. The circuit was excellent 
although the late start had tended to 
dry out more water from the ground 
than necessary and in section there were 
a few too many loose rocks but on the 
whole the circuit was the best we've 
ever seen it. 


Speaking of loose rocks, it caused 
several riders problems, which is one 
reason many of the Europeans went to 
the wars with mouth and chest shields 
on. Bob Bailey got a big one in the 
chops and young Bob Messer on a Maico 
in the support class got one in the 
mid-section. Holding down third place, 
Messer really got the wind knocked out 
of him and was forced to sit by the trail 
and breathe deep for over a lap. 

The support class developed into a 
battle between Gunnar Nilsson (Hus) 
and Jim Cooke (C-Z) along with Tom 
Rapp (Bul) and of course Messer until 
he got his lumps. In the second round 
Nilsson and Cooke really sized off and 
several times Cooke passed the flying 
Swede, with Trom Rapp coming in for 
third. Doug Grant on a C-Z ended 
fourth followed by Bultaco rider Steve 
Ellsworth.

Gresham New ST Winner

SAN JOSE, CALIF., Nov. 14, 1970 — 
Add Wheeler Gresham to the new 
generation of winners for indoor short 
track racing. Three different winners in 
three weeks is making this series quite 
close and very exciting. 

With Gresham’s win tonight, Bultaco 
now has three straight with last week’s 
winner, Bill Morgan, riding a Sonny 
Kenyon Bul and the opener going to Al 
Kenyon on another Kenyon cycle entry. 
Morgan still leads in points after a sxith 
place finish in the 15-lap Main. Gresham 
got the big jump on Ron Wisler and 
Mark Brelsford, who had the pole. 
Breslford had hesitated just the slightest 
on the start and after the first go-‘round 
tangled with Wisler going into the first 
turn. Mark was battling for second and 
lost as Wisler had the upper hand. 

The seventh ranked national pilot 
slid out for one of his very rare spills.

Rain Changes 
MX Outlook

CENTRALIA, WASH., Nov. 8, 1970 — 
Rain changed the outlook for the third 
in a series of four motocross races 
sponsored by the Twin City M.C., but 
Deer and Elk Season added to the low 
turnout of 80 riders. 

The rain, however, transformed the 
otherwise slow course into a fine track 
as it wetted down the fine rocks and 
sand, making for great traction. 

The 125cc Sr. class was finally 
dominated by Charles Strayers on a 
Penton but not without a battle with 
eventual second place finisher Greg 
Irwin (Sac). 

First place in the 200 class was 
nabbed by Erv Swerdrup (Oss) and he 
looked really fine on the track, having 
little trouble winning. 

Not so in the 250 Sr. class where a 
real bottleneck battle between Bob 
Reed and Pete Rushton was occurring. 
Nip and tuck all three motos, the first 
place checkered finally went to Reed's 
Montesa. 

To the 360 class and back to a clean 
sweep for Erv Swerdrup. Behind him 
was Tom Hartman and third Walt 
Studer. 

First place in the open was captured 
by Ramond's hot-shoe Lee St. Clair on a 
400cc Husky. Second was a 405cc 
American Eagle ridden by Butch 
Wagner.

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everybody closed in with Morgan trying 
to pass on the outside, to no avail. Bill 
actually made it to third at one point 
but couldn’t hold the line and, as in the 
heat race, fell back in the pack. 

This track is so close that passing is 
limited to the inside only. At least, that 
is the usual happening, but the likes of 
Morgan, Kenyon and Joe Henry find an 
outside line is sometimes plausible when 
the pole is closely guarded. 

In the heats it appeared as if 
Brelsford was finally going to have his 
night as he set fast time in both the first 
heat and the semi as well as his 
qualifying heat. Brels is nearly impossible 
to catch when he gets the lead and the 
only one to have outrightly passed him 
is Morgan who did it in the opener. 

Al Kenyon got the jump in the 
second heat and was out to beat 
Brelsford’s run but he was too fast 
entering the number one corner on the 
second lap and the front end washed 
out relegating him to last. 

He wasn’t out for the count though 
as he had the second fastest qualifying 
heat and was to run away with the three 
lap Trophy Dash in front of Corder, 
Hodges and Brelsford. 

In the third heat Joe Henry really 
put it on Butch Corder with a terrific 
pass that has made Henry another 
outstanding entry to the new 
generation. 

The fourth heat went to Randy 
Bailey who got the jump and held close 
to the pole as Greg Hodges, Dave Clark 
and Morgan all bounced off each other. 
Morgan was again trying to pass on the 
outside and after repeated failures fell 
back into the inside line and got a 
fourth, which required some fancy 
footwork. It was this same fancy style 
that won him the main last week and 
also gave him a second on the opening 
night. He and Brelsford have been the 
most consistent to date. 

Morgan had a back row start in the 
semi and did another fantastic job to 
finish fourth to make the feature while 
Brelsford coasted to an easy win in his 
semi. 

It was a good night for another 
Brelsford too, as Mark’s younger 
brother, Scott, won the 10-lap 
consolation. The H-D had a drag race 
with an Ossa with the Ossa winning the 
first turn but failing to negotiate the 
second. 

Young Brelsford had it all his own 
way from that point with Bob Scally 
closing in the remaining laps. 

The imdoor series is promoted by 
Bob Barkhimer & Associates and 
tonight the racing director, Chuck 
Guiluizzo, had something a little extra 
for full house audience. A mini-bike 
race. was organized for 
Under-14-year-old and 11-year-old Hank 
Souza of San Jose went home with a 
trophy and the loud ring of applause in 
his ears. A really great show.

Enduro Sticks 600

CLEAR LAKE, CALIF., Nov. 8, 1970 — Like a horde of lemmings rushing headlong 
into the sea, over one-thousand eager enduro riders blasted off up the muddy trail at 
the start of the Hayward Motorcycle Clubs’ 24th annual “Cowbell Enduro”. Each 
minute, starting at 7:01 a.m., another six riders disappeared into the rain-drenched 
wilderness of Mendocino National Forest a few miles north of Clear Lake, California. 

At 11:05 a.m. my number, No. 1465, came up and away I went only to be met by 
a continuous stream of mud-splattered riders who had already given up and were 
returning back down the trail. Some 35 miles out, after traversing mostly muddy fire 
roads, the trail abruptly dropped down the hillside a mile into the Eel River. Within 
the first few yards my bike was at a standstill, the wheels completely encased in 
gooey mud. The trail was filled with bikes and riders attempting to go in any 
direction (up, down, or sideways). 

After clearing the mud from the rear wheel several times, I managed to work my 
way down to the river against a horde of earlier riders who had given up and were 
retreating up the hill. Almost across the river the bike dropped into a hole and the 
engine sucked water. It took three hours to remove all of the water from the airbox, 
carburetor, crankcase, and cylinder and to get the bike started again. There were 
hundreds of riders in the same area going through the same experience. 

Since by now it was after 4 p.m., and it would be dark in a hour, it seemed wisest 
to prepare to spend the night at this comfortable area where several campfires were 
already started. 

As darkness fell there were fewer and fewer riders around as many slogged their 
way back up the hill leaving their bikes behind. By 7 p.m. only about twenty were 
left at the river; one with a broken leg, and another blinded by flying mud. Around 
7:30 two aid-men from the sponsoring club arrived with a stretcher and we prepared 
to take the injured men out up the hill to an awaiting 4-wheel drive truck. 

It was tough work haulding 45-year-old 190-Ib. Frank Grossin, who remained 
remarkably calm and cheerful throughout the ordeal, up the muddy slope in the rain 
and darkness. Halfway up the hill the nearly-exhausted litter bearers stopped at a 
small clearing and build another fire and four of us awaited daylight. 

Just before dawn a Forest Service man and a Hayward MC member. joined us and 
we continued up the hill. Soon two other Hayward MC members joined us and we 
finished the rescue job that the other riders had abandoned. A forest service truck 
awaited at the top of the hill to haul us some 25 miles back to the starting area. 

The road back looked like Napoleons’ retreat from Moscow. There were dozens of 
bikes along the road and over a hundred riders slogging their way back to the start in 
the rain. Most of the riders made it out by late Monday, but one man, Sexon, missed 
the sporadic sweeping operation, although he stayed on the trail, and spent two night 
on the trail. Let’s hope there weren’t any more! 

The weather cleared Tuesday and some of us recovered our bikes from the river 
crossing with a helicopter. By this time many of the riders had returned to the area 
and were removing bikes up the drying slopes. Still, there were hundreds of bikes left 
in the river, on the hills on either side, and down the rider to the mud flats of Lake 
Pillsbury. Some bikes were abandoned in really inaccessible places! 

Hayward MC really had their hands full on this one! They took a course that was 
designed to be interesting to the experienced rider; and we come from hundreds of 
miles for the challenge. Unfortunately, rain, hundreds of riders, and insufficient 
contingency planning resulted in a fiasco for many riders. 

I think that the Hayward MC did their duty in getting the riders out as best as 
possible under the circumstances. They had no obligations on the bikes. For the last 
¥Y%-mile up the hill we had four Hayward MC members, one Forest Service man, and 
two riders to haul that stretcher. Thank God for those Hayward men! 


North’s Finest Racers 
In MX Series Previews

The Seafair City’s Fourth Annual 
Pacific Coast Championship was held at 
Puyallup Raceway Park this weekend, as 
the Northwest’s newest moto-x course 
was put to use for only the second time 
since its birth last month. Gloomy skies 
and a prediction of rain failed to 
discourage the 2787 enthusiastic fans 
who came to see the show. Proof that 
moto-x hereabouts is going big-time was 
seen first in the $3.75 admission charge, 
making this the most expensive race to 
date, and second in the quality of 
competition, which was phenomenal. 
These riders have improved about 
9000% since last year and they are 
getting faster every day. Prediction: 
when the Inter-Am and Trans-AMA 
races come North in the next couple of 
weeks there will be a Northwest rider as 
top American in both cases. 

For sheer excitement nothing could 
top the starts of the 250 Senior class. 
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No quarter was asked or given as this 
ferocious pack roared into the first turn 
ten abreast and all powersliding. Maico 
mounted Bill ‘Cook came up from 
Carlton, Oregon to show the troops his 
fine style by winning the first moto. 
The second moto was a triumph for 
Dave Clift, while the third and final 
moto was a real cliffhanger with the 
lead changing more times than you 
could count. Gordy Ochs got off to a 
good start and led the field until being 
passed by both Bill Cook and Dave 
Clift. The lead seemed to change often 
but the most exciting passes occurred 
near the end of the 20 minute moto 
when Clift pulled off a scary one by 
getting past Cook in a fast, bumpy S 
turn barely wide enough for one bike 
and then being rjepassed by Cook who 
went on for the win. Cook also got first 
overall for his superb performance and 
picked up about $120 in prize money.

After a successful Novice season, 
most professional motorcycle racers are 
content to look forward to a year on 
the circuit as an Amateur. Kenny 
Roberts, 1970’s winningest Novice and 
his business partner, Jim Doyle look 
into the future with longer range vision. 

“I expect to sponsor and manage 
Kenny to Number One in the nation,” 
Doyle says in a matter of fact tone. 
“That’s my goal in this whole venture.” 

The Jim Doyle-Kenny Roberts saga 
began just before the Daytona National 
road race early this year. Jim was 
trucking his bikes to Daytona but 
because of leg injuries suffered in a spill 
at a Vacaville race he needed some help 
with the driving and in the pits. He had 
- met Kenny at Selby Motors in Redwood 

City and invited him to go along. Kenny 
jumped at the chance and the pair drove 
Jim’s bike laden van to Florida. 

Kenny’s Daytona debut ended in a 
DNF on the first lap but the trip began 
a friendship that, after Kenny’s 
successful Cow Palace short track season 
grew into a partnership and a five year 
racing contract. 

Today, Jim and Kenny operate their 
own company called, simply, Doyle and 
Roberts. Along with their racing activity 
the business involves a Pirelli tire 
distributorship and other accessory 
lines. Jim also flies as a senior captain 
for a major airline. 

"Im single, he explains, "so I can 
fund the racing with my salary from the 
airline.” 


Jim’s flying job is ideal because, as he ` 


puts it, “I work about ten days a month 
for the airline so I can usually bid to 
work on those days that don't interfere 
with important races." 

When the National season opens next 
spring, Kenny will have his own stable 
of Yamaha race bikes, including 
two-stroke twins for road races and 
40-inch four-strokers for half-mile and 
TT. Traveling with Kenny will be Doug 
Schwerma who handles all the wrench 
work and tuning. 

At the moment, Doug is building up 
a Yamaha DT-1 that Kenny will use to 
slam around the concrete at the Cow 
Palace indoor short track series this 
winter. 

Out on the circuit Kenny and Jim 
will be closely associated with the 
Yamaha racing team so Roberts will 
have a chance to learn the ropes from 
some of the best in the business. Jim 
Doyle, by the way, spent some time on 
the championship trail himself in the 
last few years. 

“I hope to learn a lot from the 
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Experts next year," Kenny muses, 
“they (Yamaha) have a good team. I 
hope to be among the top Amateurs 
next year.” 

Kenny got his start in motorcycle 
racing aboard a Tohatsu 50cc that he 
rode in sportsman scrambles four years 
ago when he was 14. Soon he was on a 
Hodaka and graduated to Amateur. 

Manteca, Calif. bike dealer, Cliff 
Aksland sponsored Roberts to a ride on 
a 250cc single Suzuki TS that he rode to 
high point honors at the Lodi Cycle 
Bow! last year. 

“I really started going good when I 
started riding for Cliff Aksland, Kenny 
relates. He’s a class C Expert and he 
showed me a lot of tricks and I had 
good equipment. 

"I've thought that I could have 
better equipment. The Suzuki TS single 
is a good bike but it's heavy and 
awkward and the Hodaka was stock."

Riding a Suzuki during 1970, Kenny 
won two Novice Mains at San Jose, two 
at Clovis and two at Tulare, but it was 
perhaps at the Gardena, Calif., Ascot 
Half-mile that young Roberts attracted 
the most attention. 

By mid-season his battles with Gary 
Scott were already a legend and those two 
often proved as much red hot. racing 
action as the Experts. 

"My Suzuki twin quit at the first 
Ascot race of the season but that was 








when I was doing my own work on the 
bike. I guess I’m not much of a 
mechanic. Since then Mario Campetti 
started doing my mechanic work.” 

Generally Kenny either won or broke 
down at Ascot all season long. 

“At the last Ascot Half-Mile race of 
the season I caught my foot in the dirt 
and it pitched me halfway off the bike. 
I hit the wall and all we could salvage 
from the whole bike was the seat and 
back wheel. That was the first 
swing-arm Suzuki built by Doug 
Scherma..I had a headache for a while 
but I won the TT Championship at 
Ascot the next night. Next year I won't 
make too many Ascot races because I'll 
be away on the circuit.” 

Kenny didn’t win every race he 
entered this year but he did build up a 
string of victories that put him 
dangerously close to the “routine 
winner” category. 

“I got tired of winning. If you win all 
the time guys think you are too good. I 
was kinda happy to get a couple of 
seconds this year. If you win all the 
time people get tired. A lot of riders 
have told me that same thing.” 

Although Kenny has competed in 
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less than half a dozen road races he is 
making rapid progress in that facet of 
the sport. He rode a Kawasaki 500 to a 
third place in the Open Expert race at 
the season's final AFM road race at 
Vacaville. 

*Ron Grant is the one who has really 
done it for me in road racing — he and 
Art Baumann. Ron helped with the 
preparation of my bike at Daytona and 
they've both told me little things about 
road racing that I need to know because 





I’ve been riding dirt all the time.” 

“1 don’t like road racing as much as 
dirt racing because I’m not into it as 
much yet. I’m doing pretty good 
though, keeping my times down and 
all...I'll be ready for Daytona! 

“This year when I made the trip to 
Daytona I skipped two weeks of high 
school and they kicked me out. I guess 
I'll have to take a couple of night classes 
or something to graduate...but that’s the 
least of my worries right now.”

DISASSEMBLING THE 
YAMAHA DT-1 CLUTCH 


With as many DT-l's in service as 
there are, both on and off the roads, the 
failure of clutches has been neglible, but 
there is always someone who will abuse 
the clutch and thus the basis behind this 
article. 

The particular machine in fact was 
not dismantled because of clutch 
problems, but the rider had taken a hard 
spill on the gearshift lever and in 
jamming the lever into the dirt, he had 
caused the shifting apparatus to jump 
out of place by dislodging the ratchet 
dog spring. Although I have only 
dismantled to the clutch in these 
photos, all that is left to work on the 
shift mechanism is to pull off the clutch 
hub. ` 
Clutch work on the DT-1 is about 
the same as any other machine, but 
before you start, you should first 


purchase a new clutch cover gasket and 
any parts that you think you will need. 





1) Use 17mm wrench to remove center plug 
beneath engine and drain the oil. Do not 
remove the plug with the screwdriver slot as 
this holds the shifter detent. Thoroughly 
draining the oil before removing the chaincase 
cover will make for a neater working area, 
(this is very important if you are working on 
the machine in the kitchen or your bedroom);

2) The clutch cover need not be disconnected 
from the cables or the oil lines, but the oil 
line banjo on the cylinder must be removed or 
it will be ruptured when pulling away the 
cover. If it is necessary to remove the cover 
from the machine, remove the two screw 
(arrows) holding the oil pump cover and 
unhook the oil pump cable and the oil feed 
line from the oil tank and plug it off with one 
of the screws. 





3) The kickstarter arm must be removed 
before the cover can be taken off. Remove 
the. pinch bolt and pull from the shaft. 
Directly beneath the kickstarter shaft is the 
extention for the shifter shaft that was 
designed to be used with a right-hand shift. 
This has a rubber plug that must be removed 
at this time.

4) Remove the eight Phillips-head screws 
securing the clutch cover (arrow). Back off 
the rear brake adjustment until the brake 
lever can be pushed down out of the way of 
the cover and prop it there with something 
placed under the footpeg. Now the cover, 
complete with the oil pump, can be easily 
removed. If it is a little subborn, tap it lightly 
with a plastic mallet. 





5). Remove the six 
Screws (arrows) holding the clutch pressure 
plate and take off the pressure plate and the 
clutch push piece directly beneath it. These 
screws should be removed by unscrewing each 
one a couple of turns at a time. It is also a 
good. idea to reach inside of the clutch shaft 
and fish out the 5/16 in. steel ball with a 
magnet. If this is left inside, it could possibly 
fall out and become lost if the machine is 
leaned on its side.

6) The plates can ngw be fished out 


individually with a small piece of wire witha . 
hook bent into the end. If further removal is 
necessary, use a 29mm (or 1-1/8 inch) socket 
on the center nut. If difficulty arises in 
removing this nut, engage 1st gear and apply 
the rear brake to hold the shaft while the nut 
is being broken loose. 





7) If the entire clutch has been removed, great 
care must be taken when reassembling that 
this washer has not slipped down off the shaft 
area, as this will mean dissassembling it again. 
That is all there is to it. To reassemble, just 
follow these pictures in the reverse order.

We're torn between two separate subjects for this week's column, either to 
continue the bit about motocross and the stand we're taking against creeping 
professionalism in the sporting events. So, we'll stick with motocross for one more 
week. But, to keep the kettle boiling, if you read the letter in Voices last week, yes 
Ike, dear buddy, you're naive (ho ho) and I'm not misinformed. 

Re-reading my own column from last week Ive realized that like most writers what 
is in the head doesn't always come out the way you try to say it when you see it in 
print. I made a statement that it will take this country another three years to develop 
a rider to make a real mark against the Europeans. What I actually meant to say was 
in Grands Prix motocross with points paid toward the World's Championships, 
although I have a feeling that Russ Darnell is going to make me eat those words...but, 
you're only as good as your competition. Look what happens when an All-American 
joins a pro football squad and then runs head on into a Butkis or Nitschke: Half the 
time they can't even make the taxi squad. That's where it's at right now with 


scramblin’ aroun 


In some cases a motocross is nothing more than a rough scrambles. Not only 
aren’t the courses demanding enough to develop the rider’s talent, the motocross 
rules aren’t followed correctly enough. OK here comes the soap box again. 

Motocross is an International sport. Right? Right! The rest of the world follows 
one set of rules: FIM. When the sport started getting going in this country why oh 
why didn’t everybody involved in it realize they should use what everyone else is 
using. The way it is now, an American in Europe for the first time can, depending of 
course how his home town events have been handled, suddenly find himself in a 
complete new rule world. He has to think about these when all he should have to 
think about is riding. 

One reason for this is that when motocross started to become popular here, 
everyone and their uncle started jumping on the motocross bandwagon with some of 
them not knowing what the heck they were really getting into. Motocross is not a 
sandlot game, it’s serious business. For our riders to develop into anything they are 
going to need every chance they can get. It’s either that or we can imagine American 
motocross. becoming divorced from International motocross and becoming highly 
specialized just for us. Like the difference between football and rugger. But, this 
won't give us an American World's Champion. 

When Torsten Hallman first appeared here was when the big change came about 
and the bandwaggon started rolling. Torsten's record is magnificent, he's a mixture of 
Tazio Nuvolari and Juan Fangio and hasn't earned the title of **Mr. Motocross" for 
nothing. But in this country that first year (and in the following years when other 
riders came over) his performances were just that. Performances. They're just 
playing, folks! It's promotion and vacation time for them. 

If we're ever going to get anywhere we're going to have to make some changes and 
thank the Lord there are a few people around who know what's going on. They are 
doing their best all across the country to get us well on the way to a World 
Champion. First, all rules should be FIM. Second, the courses have to be made 
rougher and more demanding. 

We have a whole gang of young riders who are well along in learning their craft. 
Until Hallman appeared we never saw anyone who realized the front end should be 
lifted through a waterhole like Hopetown. Now we have quite a few who know what 
they're doing in this kind of a situation. But it still ain't good enough! 

Well, the soap box is in complete shreds, I need a cup of tea and I hope I've got 
my point across. It is time for us to grow up or get over any ideas of having an 
American World's Champion motocross riders.

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IT’S HOLCOMB'S DAY 
AT SEA BREEZE PARK

SAN CLEMENTE, CALIF., Nov. 15, 
1970 — Bryan Holcomb won the 250 
Expert event and took second in the 
500 class, topping the day off with a 
dazzling display of speed and skill. The 
event was the first motocross to be 
sponsored by the Off Cambers M.C., 
and perhaps the last motorcycle гасе їо 
be held at Sea Breeze Park in San 
Clemente. 

The 16-year-old Holcomb snapped 
the chain on his 500cc mount moments 
before his first race and was therefore 
forced to use his 250 for six motos. 
Although he suffered another broken 
chain in his second 500 moto, he still 
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earned enough points to give him a 
second overall. 

Holcomb really shined in the 250 
race, however. He came from behind to 
win his first one with a grand margin. 
The next time, he found himself behind 
Marty Tripes. The ensuing race would 
remind the European champs that their 
time is drawing to a close. Holcomb 
could match nearly all that Tripes 
would pour on, but this time Tripes 
took it. 

The final go-‘round was different. 
Holcomb is seldom strong on his starts, 
but this time he took a lead and then 
some. Never letting up, the Sunland 
youth beat a hasty path that no rider 
had all day. The spectators were amazed 
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at the superb performance, undoubtedly 
the best in his career. Fourteen-year-old 
Tripes took second place overall. 

Rob Norgaard took top honors in the 
500 Expert class. Lady luck was with 
him as his strong second-place positions 
were magically transformed as Pat 
DeBenedetti’s bikes became disabled in 
both the first and second races. 
DeBenedetti’s stood out front again on 
the third go-‘round, and this time his 
borrowed Maico lasted. 

Mike Cram, No. 1 for 1971, had lent 
his Maico to friend Bob Messer for 
Friday's Ascot affair, and it came back a 
bit off. Cram still took third, despite a 
disagreeable machine that he, too, 
borrowed. 

A 125 Expert, Don Emler, put his 
Rickman through its paces in fine style, 
sweeping his event. The whole pack, like 
in many of the races, stayed together 
and Emler never had a chance to let up. 

In recent weeks, the hordes of 
Juniors that descend on the CMC events. 
competed in laborious fashion, looking 
tired after one lap. One man might 
dominate his division and the rest would 
struggle about, unsure of themselves. 
However, there were no less than 13 
divisions of Juniors present and the 
competition was furious — a pleasant 
change. Riders were abound with 
enthusiasm, only occasionally hampered 
by the dust problem. 

The sponsoring club, 12 members 
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strong, came into existence only a few 
months ago. This being their first event, 
they were beset by misfortune but high 
spirits prevailed. 

By far the worst setback was the 
dust. The Off Cambers had three water 
trucks secured days before the race, 
only to have two of them break. Still, 
some members worked without sleep, 
and while the resultant course layout 
was excellent, the track surface was not. 

The surface consisted of loose topsoil 
with hard, dry stuff underneath. If the 
dust was bad, watering was worse 
because it created virtually unwalkable, 
much less rideable, slick spots. 

Fortunately, a healthy breeze 
quickly dissipated the dust, keeping it at 
a tolerable level. When the breeze died, 
some people thought they would too. 

Other than that, the club handled the 
rest of the matters in good stride, being 
only slightly flipped out when twice as 
many riders showed up as was 
anticipated. Off Cambers president Don 
Martin sums it up: “We learned a lot.” 

Sea Breeze Park is a huge parcel of 
land suitable for any type of motorcycle 
activity. Under the right leadership, the 
park could become a top motocross 
course in the county with all its hills, 
valleys, gulley, etc. This is unlikely, for 
the park is rumored to be sold. It seems 
to be the case, no doubt some very ugly 
politics will arise from this situation.

peace-of-mind or otherwise effects the environment, than all do, with the damage 
ratioed according to their numbers. 

What would happen in this country if the vast number of motorcycle people 
became anti-horse, anti-cattle, anti-sheep, and anti-hiking, and won out, and these 
activities were outlawed? And what would happen if all these motorcycle people won 
out over the self appointed experts and had them outlawed? Probably disorientation, 
disorganization, and very likely revolution. 

If there was a critical shortage of land for these activities, causing a serious effect 
on the status of wild life and the preservation of our environment, it should be 
obvious that land set aside for wild life and environment would rate first. But that’s 
not the case. We already have millions of acres set aside, owned and controlled by 
various agencies, specifically for preservation. These lands, their wild life and natural 
environment are not to be disturbed by man. They are to remain as is, for all time, 
changed only by time and nature. 

A greater effort must be made to inform our critics. Many of these people simply 
do not know the truth. Some actually believe they’re doing a service by stopping our 
activities. Much of the criticism is based on emotionalism, not facts, and is for the 
sole purpose of gaining attention, cither personal or as groups. 

We motorcyclists must try to make the public aware of the facts, for if 
motorcycles are banned from the deserts, we all, motorcyclists and critics, stand to 
lose much more than we realize: our basic rights and freedom. Ask yourselves, which 
of you will be next, after motorcycles? 

No one will argue that motorcycles can be dangerous, annoying and destructive if 
misused. But this does not mean that all motorcycles are used wrong, in fact it is 
more rare than common. 

What’s needed is adequate, fair, just, sensible and workable laws to govern the 
sport. Violators should be punished severely enough so that flagrant misuse or 
deliberate violations are nearly nonexistent. 

The public should understand that motorcycles are largely a product of our high 
standard of living which we now enjoy, and people must understand that the 
motorcycle’s benefit to mankind far outweighs its detriment.

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they said and were they ever right. If 
that hill wasn’t perpendicular, it will do 
until the real thing comes along. That 
loop calls on just about every skill a 
rider can develop. They even found an 
off-camber sandwash, if you can believe 
that. 

The second loop started upwards 
almost immediately and kept going up 
relentiously for 14 or 20 miles. Up and 
up and up. Eventually we got up to 
about 7200 feet, someone said, high in 
the East slope forests and there we 
raced in and out of shadows, ducking 
tree limbs and smashing into rocks you 
couldn't see because they were in the 
shadow. Did you ever pass so close to a 
tree that you could smell it as you went 
by? Lots of guys were just completely 
pysched out. Guys you couldn't catch 
in five light years on the desert floor 
would pull over and wave you around 
up in the trees. 


What goes up must come down and 
we had a lot of comin' down to do. We 
did it all at once on SoCal hill. When 
desert veterans try to impress novices 
they invariably wind up telling them 
about SoCal hill. On SoCal hill you can 
lose about 4,000 feet of altitude in 
about 1 mile. It's so steep that you can't 
imagine how the first guy down ever got 
the nerve to try it. If it were a ski slope, 
it would definitely be for experts only. 
Surprisingly, it's not that difficult to 
ride down. The sand is very soft and if 
you lock your front wheel, you just 
push about a ton of it in front of you all 
the way down to the bottom. You don't 
want to let that bike get away from 
you, however, because you wouldn't 
stop tumbling until you hit Lancaster.

Once you get down SoCal hill you 
feel like you've finished the race and 
you're ready for a cold beer, but SoCal 
is not finished with you. There's ten 
miles left and it's probably the roughest 
ten miles of the course, all washboard 
and whoop-dee-doos. Those last ten 
miles took an incredible toll of riders 
and machines. There were so many 
broken down bikes and riders that it 
was almost like a spectator's gallery 
lining the last ten miles. 

After it was over they had the turkey 
chase. According to the advertisements, 
riders would “chase live vicious turkeys 
on their bikes”. After seeing those poor 
turkeys, who wanted nothing more than 
a place to hide from the kids who had 
been taunting them all day, virtually run 
over by a pack of motorcycles, and then 
almost torn apart by the scrambling 
riders, it seemed like it might be more 
sporting to dynamite fish in a washtub. 
One rider got sidesaddle on his bike and 
literally tackled the turkey from about 
30 mph. Anyway, Morgan, Clark, Baker 
and Brooks won the turkeys. Mary 
Brooks was eligible because she was the 
first girl rider through, but she let her 
son Tom chase the bird. 

Although I found the turkey chase to 
be in somewhat poor taste and 
needlessly cruel, I must applaud the 
SoCal club for doing their best to make 
the race different and interesting. They 
laid out the best hare and hound course 
that I have been privileged to ride, very 
tough and very interesting. They ran the 
race well, with good marking, 
well-placed checks and lots of facilities 
at their camp. Rescue 3 was on hand, 
but had a light day.

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PERCE SIMON TRIALS, ENGLAND,Nov. 1, 1970 — Although not the last trials of 
the season, this trials virutally decided the British Championship when the 
Bultaco-sponsored Sammy Miller failed to gain any points toward the championship. 
Sammy Miller has held the championship for the past eleven years and looked a fair 
bet to hold it this year as well at the beginning of the Perce Simon Trial.
